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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


In January, 1950, the estimates of new residential construction 
in Canada included Newfoundland for the first time and for this reason a 
true comparison cannot be made between 1950 and 1949. 


MONTHLY STARTS 
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The number of dwelling units commenced in January 1950 is 
estimated at 2,152, including 103 begun in Newfoundland. This compares 
with last year's estimate for Canada of 3,066 dwelling units for the 
same month. Completions for the month of January were estimated at 
6,480 dwelling units, which shows no significant change from last 
January's estimate of 6,643 completed dwelling units. 


At the end of January 1950, there was still a large number of 
dwelling units under construction, 55,125 units remain uncompleted 
compared with 52,852 at the end of January 1949, 


The average length of time required to build a dwelling unit 
completed during the month of January of this year was estimated at 
6.8 months, which is about the same as that reported for last January. 


It is estimated from the types of dwelling units being con- 
structed that approximately 22 per cent of those completed in January, 
1950 are for rental purposes and that the remainder are owner occupied. 
This is comparable to last January's rental proportion of 21 per cent. 
During 1949 an estimate of 26 per cent of new dwellings completed were 
built for rental compared with 25 per cent during 1948. 


NUMBER OF DWELLING UNITS, 
CompLeETED DuRING 1948, 1949 
AND JANUARY, 1950 
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These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan areas and urban 
centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. 
Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also 
chosen for complete enumeration. 


In some of the tables, there appears a column headed 
"adjustments". These adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, 
after a start on a dwelling has been made, construction may cease, or a 
structuré when completed may contain more or less dwelling units than 
were reported when construction commenced.

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Appendix 1 ; Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction in- 
cludes only new residential coustruction intended for year-round occupancy. Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. Dwellings which 
ere occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
@urvey > 


(b) Type of dwelling 


(i)  1-family detached: a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e, not 
joined to other buildings: 


(41) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only twe dwelling units, 
- either one above the other open on all four sides, or two 


units side by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(411) row or terrace: a one-family or twe-family house in a row of three or more 
attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure con- 
taining three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains one or more 
dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in an office build- 
ing or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.); and 


\v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


(ec) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a structurally 
separate set of Living querters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or 
from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the 
number of households the structure ia intended te accommodate. 


(a) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must cortain at least one acre and met 
yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2: Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to gampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the 
estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been obtained from # complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables ere shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can de 
carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumerators would centain the same enumerative 
error:

Appendix 4 : Index of residential rents 


Since November,1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting date 
on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 
force surveys The aggregate rent paid by a group of households in ¢ given month is 
compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same groun for the same living quarters 
in the next month. With e matched sample such ag this, variations due to changes in 
the sample and to non-response are eliminated, end the index is e reliable meesure 
of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. Rent reported is the cash 
rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


The same level of activity in residential construction has been 
maintained in 1950 as in 1949, and there are no significant differences 
in the figures for starts and completions of dwelling units for the first 
quarters of the two years. 
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During the first quarter of 1950, an estimated 17,873 dwelling 
units were completed and an estimated 9,015 units were started. For the 
first time in this series, figures are included for Newfoundland. Comple= 
tions in this province are estimated at 161 units and starts at 82 units. 


At the end of March, 1950, an estimated 50,161 dwelling units 
were in various stages of construction. This is an increase of about 
2,000 units over the estimate as at the end of March, 1949. 


The average length of time required to complete a dwelling 
unit finished during the month of March, 1950 was estimated at 7.0 months. 


From the types of dwelling units being constructed during the 
first quarter of 1950, it is estimated that 28% are for rental purposes, 
no change with the estimate for the first quarter of 1949. 
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These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan areas and urban centres 
with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 
400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen for 
complete enumeration. 


In some of the tables, there appears a column headed “adjustments”. 
These adjustments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on 
a dwelling has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when 
completed may contain more or less dwelling units than were reported when 
construction commenced.

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Appendix 1 : Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction in- 
cludes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy, Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. Dwellings which 
are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
survey. 


(b) Type of dwelling ) 
(i) 1-family detached: a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e., not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling units, 
either one above the other open on all four sides, or two 
units side by side each open on three sides, sometimes 
known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace: a one=family or two-family house in a row of three or more 
attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure con- 
taining three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains one or more 
dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in an office build- 
ing or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.)3; and 


(v) others any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a structurally 
separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or 
from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the 
number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


(d) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and must 
yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2 : Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of the 
estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be within 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration, However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative 
error. 
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Appendix 3 3 Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, for the 
purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities included in these 
metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 pp. 17-19. 


Appendix 4 : Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting data 
on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 


force survey. 


The aggregate rent paid by a group of households in a given month is 


compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group for the same living quarters 


in the next month. 


With a matched sample such as this, variations due to changes in 


the sample and to non-response are eliminated, and the index is a reliable measure 
of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. Rent reported is the cash 
rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

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Appendix 1 s Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. ; 


(b) Type of dwelling . 
(i)  l-family detached: a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e., not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2=family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling 
units, either one above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terraces a one-family or two-family house in a row of three or 
more attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure con- 
taining three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains one or more 
dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in an office build- 
ing or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.)3 and 


(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a structurally 
separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, or 
from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the 
number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


(d) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and must 
yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2 2 Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of th 
estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be withi: 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and eccnomy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 


carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative erro

Appendix 3 3 Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, for the 
purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been included 
under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities ,peludes in these 
‘metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 pp. 17-19. 


Appendix 4 3 Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting data 
on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 
force survey. The aggregate rent paid by a group of households in a given month is 
compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group for the same living quarters 
in the next month. With a matched sample such as this, variations due to changes in 
the sample and to non-response are eliminated, and the index is a reliable measure 
of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. Rent reported is the cash 
rent paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

It is estimated that 29,441 new dwelling units were completed 
in Canada during the first five months of 1950. ‘In the same period, 
an estimated 30,084 new dwelling units were started and at May 31, 1950, 
there were an estimated 58,130 units in various stages of construction. 


STARTS 
IN NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
FIRST FIVE MONTHS, 1948, 1949 AND 1950 
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The number of new dwelling units started in the first five months 
of 1950 was a little higher than for the corresponding period in 1949. 
However, there were about 3,000 fewer completions from January to May in 
1950 than in 1949. Activity this year, as compared with the same period 
last year, fell off in all provinces except Quebec and New Brunswick both 
of which showed substantial increases. 


Average length of time under construction for dwelling units 
completed in May, 1950, was estimated to be 8.5 months. 


From the types of dwelling units built it is estimated that 28% 
of the units completed in the first five months of 1950 were intended for 
rental. 


COMPLETIONS 
IN NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
FIRST FIVE MONTHS, 1948, 1949 AND 1950 
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These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres 
with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 
400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen for 
complete enumeration. 


A colwm headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or less dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced.

Appendix 1 s Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 
Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. , 


(b) Type of dwelling | 
(i) l-family detached: a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e., not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling 
units, either one above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house}; 


(iii) row or terraces a one-family or twoefamily house in a row of three or 
more attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) epartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure con- 
taining three or more dwelling units, or (b) a structure 
used for business purposes which contains one or more 
dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in an office build- 
ing or factory, living quarters over a store, etc.); and 


(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a structurally 
separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, of 
from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the 
number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


(d) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and must 
yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2 + Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, they 
are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in the 
data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of tI 
estimates. The éstimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be withi 
5 per cent of the figure which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can be 
carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative err

Appendix 4 : Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting data

The aggregate rent paid by a group of households in a given month is 


compared with the aggregate rent paid by the same group for the same living quarters 


in the next month. 


With a matched sample such as this, variations due to changes in 


the sample and to non-response are eliminated, and the index is a reliable measure 


of the change in rent paid for the same accommodation. 


Rent reported is the cash rent 


paid in all cases regardless of minor changes in the services provided.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


During the first six months of 1950, an estimated 35,968 
dwelling units were completed in Canada. Compared with 1949's estimated 
39,726 completed dwelling units, the completion rate for the first half 
of this year is lower. New residential starts were estimated at 42,149 
dwelling units at the half-way mark this year, compared with 40,199 new 
units started in the same period in 1949.

A carryover of 63,634 dwelling units were in various stages of 
construction at the end of June 1950. This backlog of potential 
completions is higher than the estimate of 56,787 unfinished dwelling 
units at the same time last year. 


The average length of time required to build a dwelling unit 
completed in June, in Canada as a whole was 7.9 months. Last year’s 
average for the country was 7.4 months for June completions. In Quebec, 
a dwelling unit took an estimated 5.9 months to build - less than last 
year's average of 6.4 months. 


During the first six months of this year, slightly more than 
28 per cent of the completions were built for rental purposes, compared 
with an average of a little over 30 per cent for last year.

These estimates, as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres 
with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 
400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen for 
complete enumeration. 


A column headed “Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or less dwelling units than were reported when construction 


commenced.

When the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of thé 
estimates.

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


At the end of August, 1950, approximately 67,616 dwelling units 
were in various stages of construction compared with an estimated 58,677 at 
the same date last year. The number of dwelling units started during the 
first eight months of 1950 was still higher than the number started during 
the same period in 1949, At the end of this August, an estimated 61,700 
new units had been started compared with 1949's estimate of 57,627 during 
the equivalent period.

Completions for the first eight months of this year estimated at 
51,538 units were still lagging behind 1949's completion rate. In compari- 
son, at the end of last August, 55,435 dwelling units had been completed. 


To build a unit completed during August required an average of 6.6 
months. Last August's completed unit had been started an average of 6.9 
months prior to the date of its completion. The Maritime Provinces showed 
the only significant change in average time under construction. A new 
residential unit completed there, this month took an average of 4.3 months 
te build .a record low for the region. 


There is little or no change between the number of dwelling 
units built for rental purposes this year and last year at this time. 
The percentage remains at approximately 28 per cent. 
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These estimates as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month 
by the Deminien Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corperation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres 
with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely.

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Appendix 1 : Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. 

Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted, 
Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the 
purposes of this survey. 


(b) Types of dwelling 
(4) l-family detached’: a one-family house open on all four sides, i.@o, not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling 
units, either one above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house} 


(iii) row or terrace’ a one-family or two-family house in a row of three oF 
more attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flats an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure 
containing three or more dwelling units, or (b) a 
structure used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (e.g., living quarters in 
an office building or factory, livimg quarters over 
a store, etc.)3 and 


(v) others any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 


(¢) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a structural- 
ly separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the building, 
or from a common passage inside, The number of dwelling units in a structure will be 
the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


(d) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and 
must yield agricultural produce valued at $50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2 3 Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample surveyy 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in 
the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates include an 
element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of 
some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should 
be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration, However, these should be very.small as the survey for the most part can be 


carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent 
error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same enumerative error. 
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Appendix 3 * Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well defined suburban areas which, for 
the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities included 
in these metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 pp. 17-19. 


Appendix 4 3 Index of residential rents 


Since November, 1947, the Dominion Bureau of Statistics has been collecting data 
on money rents from a sample of households in conjunction with the quarterly labour 
force survey.

Appendix 1 * Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which @re started, completed and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for yeareround occupancy, Seesenal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. Dwellings which 
are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
survey. 


(b) Tyves of dwelling 
(4) le-family detached’ a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e., not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling 
units, either one above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house}; 


(iii) row or terrace: a one=family or two-family house in a row of three or 
more attached houses witu common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure 
containing three or more dwelling units, or (b) a 
structure used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (ee2., living quarters in 
an office building or factory, living quarters over 
a store, etc.); and 


(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications.

Appendix 2: Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in 
the dats on the municipalities of 5,900 2nd over. When the estimates include an 
element derived from the sampl: survey, -ne sampling error increases as the size of the 
estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of 
some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of tha figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part nan 
be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of resnomicnt 
error. A complete count by the same enumeretocrs would contain the same enumeratii <

At the end of October, 1950, the trend of starts in new resi- 
dential units in Canada was still in an upward direction. On a com- 
parative basis, during the month of October 1950, construction activity 
was commenced on an estimated 9,/73 new units (including approximately 
100 new units started in Newfoundland), while in October 1949, the starts 
were estimated at & 964 new dwelling units.

at 41,718 starts, compared with 76,826 for the nine provinces during the 
game span in 1949. 


Completions for the first ten months of 1950, were still behind 
the estimate for the same period in 1949. Excluding Newfoundland in which 
about 1,000 dwellings were completed in the first ten months of 1950, an 
estimated 67,940 dwelling units were completed by the end of October 1950, 
while approximately 72,057 dwelling units were completed at the same time 


in 1949. 


Including approximately 2,000 units remaining yet to be completed 
in Newfoundland, the estimate for Canada of 70,017 unfinished units at the 


end of this October is still higher than the estimate at the same 
date last year.

Appendix 1: Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy. Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted. Dwellings which 
are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed for the purposes of this 
Survey. 


(b) Types of dwelling 


(1) 1-family detached: a one~family house open on all four sides, i.e., not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached: a two-family house which contains only two dwelling 
units, either one above the other open on all four 
Sides, or two units side by side each open on three 
Sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace: a one~family or two-family house in a row of three 
or more attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flat: an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure 
containing three or more dwelling units, or (b) a

(v) other: any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. . 


(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a structurally 
separate set of living quarters having its own entrace from outside of the building, or 
from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a structure will be the 
number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


(a) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and 
must yield agricultural produce valued at 50 or more per year. 


Appendix 2: Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in 
the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. when the estimates include an element 
derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the estimate 
decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision of some of 
the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada should be 
within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead of 
being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but rather 
for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors of 
enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can 
be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of respondent

Appendix 3: Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well defined suburban areas which, for 
the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities included 
in these metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 p.p. 17-19. 
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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


During the first eleven months of 1950 construction on 88,397 new 


dwelling units was started and 77,725 new dwelling units were completed. 
67,779 units were in various stages of construction on November 30, 1950. 


As compared with the corresponding period in 1949, there were 
slightly over 1,000 more new units started and about 4,000 fewer units

completed in the first eleven months of 1950. The number of units under 
construction had increased nearly 5,000 from November 30, 1949 to November 
30, 1950. Newfoundland is not included in the comparison as data for that 


province is not available for 1949. 


Dwelling units completed in November, 1950, averaged 6.6 months 
building time as compared to an average of 6.3 months under construction 
for dwellings completed in November, 1949. 


About 26 per cent of the dwellings completed in 1950 to the end of 
November were built for renting or virtually the same proportion as for the 
corresponding period in 1949.

These estimates as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres 
with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approxima- 
tely 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen 
for complete enumeration. 


A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling 
has been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may 
contain more or less dwelling units than were reported when construction 
commenced.

Completion of dwelling units in Canada during 1950 numbered an 
estimated 91,754 units, of which 89,015 were new dwellings, the remainder 
having been added by conversion of existing structures. 92,531 new dwel- 
ling units were started during the year. On December 31, 1950 there were 
60,538 unfinished dwelling units in various stages of construction. 


Excluding Newfoundland, for which there are no data before 1950, 
there was an increase from 1949 of nearly 1,000 in new dwellings started 
and a decrease of about the same number in total units completed. About 
1,000 more new dwelling units were under construction at the end of the 
year than at January 1, 1950. 
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Regionally, starts and completions during 1950 were up over 1949 
by 18 and 19 per cent respectively in Quebec and by about 7 per cent in both 
cases in the Maritimes. These increases were counterbalanced by decreases 
in starts of 6 and 22 per cent in the Prairies and British Columbia and in 
completions of 17 per cent in both of these regions. Building activity in 
Ontario was slightly lower during 1950. 
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The average time required to build dwelliny units com leted in 1950 
was 7.1 months as compared with 7.0 months for dwellings completed in 1949. 


It is estimated from analysis of the type of dwellings built in 1950 
that nearly 26 per cent of them were for rental purposes. This was about tho 
same proportion as in 1949.

Appendix 1: Definitions

Appendix 2% Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. When the estimates 
inelude an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained 
from a complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit 
instead of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last 
digit, but rather for convenience sn summation and economy in processing the tabue 
lations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to er-. 
rors of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the 
most part can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all 
types of respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain 
the same enumerative error. 


Appendix 3: Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well defined suburban areas which, for 
the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling’units, have been 
included under the name of the principal city.. A list of the municipalities included

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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


The number of dwelling units commenced in January, 1951 is estimated 
at 2771. This compares with last year's estimate for Canada of 2152 dwelling 
units for the same month, an increase of approximately 29 per cent. Completions 
for the month of January were estimated at 6950 as compared with 6480, for the 
same period in 1950. 


At the end of January, 1951 there was still a large number of dwelling 
units under construction. 55,2601 units remain uncompleted. This is almost identi- 
cal with the 55,125 units under construction at the end of January, 1950. 


the average length of time required to build a dwelling unit completed 
during the month of January of this year was estimated at 7.1 months, which is 
about the same as that reported for January, 1950. 


It is estimated from the types of dwelling units being constructed 
that approximately 25 per cent of those completed in January, 1951 are for rental 
purposes and that the remainder are owner occupied. This is slightly higher than 
last January's rental proportion of 22 per cent. During 1950 an estimate of 26 
per cent of new dwellings completed were built for rental compared with 26 per cent 
during 1949 and 25 per cent during 1948. 


At the beginning of 1951, a thorough review was made of the “under 
construction" category to eliminate duplication and cases of reported starts on 
which construction had been abandoned. This resulted in a reduction of the “under 
construction" figure as at the end of 1950 from 60,538 to 59,443. More specific 
garding the location of National Defence housing projects indicated 
that a considerable number adjacent to incorporated urban municipalities had 
previously been reported as being actually within the boundaries of these places, 
In a smaller number of cases, the opposite condition existed. As a consequence, 
substantial adjustments were made in the "under construction" figures as between 
urban and rural classificati

These estimates as well as other statistics contained in this bulletin 
are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation, All metropolitan areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 
or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside 
these municipalities are also chosen for complete enumeration, 


A column headed “Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or less dwel- 
ling units than were reported when construction commenced.

Appendix 2% Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present in 
the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. Whon the estimates include an 
element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of the 
éstimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting tne precision of 
some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a 
complete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations.

Appendix 1 % Definitions 


(a) The count of dwellings which are started, completed and under cone 
struction includes only new residential construction iv enaed for year-round occu= 
pancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not 
counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as completed 
for the purposes of this survey. 


(b) Types of dwelling 
(i) l-family detached? a one=family house open on all four OSREe 1sGe, not 
joined to other buildings; 


(ii) 2-family detached’ a two-family house which contains only two dwelling 
units, either one above the other open on all four 
sides, or two units side by side each open on three 
sides, sometimes known as a semi-detached house; 


(iii) row or terrace? a one-family or two-family house in a row of three 
or more attached houses with common or adjacent walls; 


(iv) apartment or flats an apartment or flat is (a) a residential structure 
containing three or more dwelling units, or (b) a 
structure used for business purposes which contains 
one or more dwelling units (ete. . living quarters 
in an office building or factory, living quarters 

over a store, etc.);3 and 


(v) others > any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of 
the above classifications. 
(c) For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc= 


turally separate set of living quarters having its owm entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage indide, The number of dwelling units in a struce 
ture will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


(d) For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre 
and must yield agricultural produce valued at $50, or more per year, 


Appendix 2% Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partiallv based on a sample 
survey, they are subject to sampling variability, This sampling variability is not 
present in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates 
include an element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as 
the size of the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting 
the precision of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the 
whole of Canada should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been ob= 
tained from a complete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last dipit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variation, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part can 
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be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all tyves of 


respondent error. A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the 


same enumerative error. 


Appendix 3 : Metropolitan areas 


Some cities in Canada have reasonably well defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have 
been included under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities 
included in these metropolitan areas is given in Housing Bulletin No. 12 pp. 17-19. 
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NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 


The number of new dwelling units started in Canada between 
January 1 and April 30, 1951, is estimated at 17,252, a somewhat higher figure 
than for the corresponding period of 1950 when 16,437 units were started. 


Completions during the first four months of 1951 are estimated at 
25,209 units or an increase of 1,939 units over the 23,270 units completed up 


to the end of April last year. 


At April 30, 1951, an estimated 51,090 new dwelling units were in 
various stages of construction, as compared with 50,775 units under construce 


tion at April 30, 1950. 


Provincially, comparison between the first four months of 1950 and 


1951 shows an increase in starts of 54 per cent in Ontario, smaller increases 
in Nova Scotia and Alberta, and decreases in the other provinces, Completions 
were higher this year in Ontario, British Columbia, Newfoundland, and Prince 


Edward Island and lower in the remaining provinces.

The average length of time under construction for dwelling units 
completed in April, 1951, is estimated at 7.6 months = the same average time 
as required for dwellings completed in April 1950, 


From the types of dwellings built, it is estimated that approxi- 
mately 28 per cent of the units completed in the first four months of 1951 
were for rental purposes or about the same proportion as in the corresponding 


period last year. 


These estimates as well as other statistics contained in this 
bulletin are the results of a nation-wide survey carried out each month by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co-operation of the Central Mortgage 
and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan areas and urban centres with a 
population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. Approximately 400 
sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen for complete 


enumeration. 


A column headed “Adjustments" appears in Table 1, These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been 
made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more 
or less dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced,

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation-wide 
survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the co- 
operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All metropolitan Areas 
and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated completely. 
Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities are also chosen 
for complete enumeration. 


A column headed “Adjustments” appears in Table 1. These adjustments 
can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has been made, 
construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain more or fewer dwel- 
ling units than were reported when construction commenced. 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under construction 
includes only new residential construction intended for year-round occupancy, Seasonal 
dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are not counted.

Reliability of the estimates 


Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability.

the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada.

The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in: summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of

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Introduction 

The statistics contained in this report are the results of a nation- 
wide survey carried out each month by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics with the 
co-operation of the Central Mortgage and Housing Corporation. All Metropolitan 
Areas and urban centres with a population of 5,000 or more are enumerated 
completely. Approximately 400 sample areas lying outside these municipalities

A column headed "Adjustments" appears in Table 1. These adjust- 
ments can arise in various ways. For example, after a start on a dwelling has 
been made, construction may cease, or a structure when completed may contain 
more or fewer dwelling units than were reported when construction commenced, 


Definitions 

The count of dwellings which are started, completed, and under 
construction includes only new residential construction intended for year-round 
occupancy. Seasonal dwellings such as summer cottages, ski shacks, etc., are 
not counted. Dwellings which are occupied, even if unfinished, are regarded as 
completed for the purposes of this survey. 


Types of dwelling: 


(i) lefamily detached - a one-family house open on all four sides, i.e., 
not joined to other buildings; 

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two dwel- 
ling units, either one above the other open 
on all four sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes known as a 
semi-detached house; 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row of three 
or more attached houses with common or adjacent 
wall;

(v) other = any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications. 
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For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a struce 
ture will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate, 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and 
must yield agricultural produce valued at $50. or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over, When the estimates include an 
element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of 
the estimate decreases, Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent ef the figures which would have been obtained from a com- 
plete count, 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead © 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations. 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error, A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 

~ Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 
for the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities included 
in these metropolitan areas is given on pages 16-18 of the report for January 1 to 
May 31, 1951 (New Residental Construction, Vole 4., No. 5).

(ii) 2-family detached - a two-family house which contains only two dwel- 
ling units, either one above the other open 
on all four sides, or two units side by side 
each open on three sides, sometimes known as a 
semi-detached house}3 

(iii) row or terrace - a one-family or two-family house in a row of three 
or more attached houses with common or adjacent 
wall; 

(iv) apartment or flat - an apartment or flat is (a) a residential 
structure containing three or more dwelling units, 
or (b) a structure used for business purposes 
which contains one or more dwelling units (e.g., 
living quarters in an office building or 
factory, living quarters over a store, etc.); 

(v) other - any type of dwelling which does not fall into one of the 
above classifications, 
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For the purpose of this survey, a dwelling unit is defined as a struc- 
turally separate set of living quarters having its own entrance from outside of the 
building, or from a common passage inside. The number of dwelling units in a struc- 
ture will be the number of households the structure is intended to accommodate. 


For the purpose of this survey, a farm must contain at least one acre and 
must yield agricultural produce valued at $50. or more per year. 


Reliability of the estimates 

Since the estimates in this report are partially based on a sample survey, 
they are subject to sampling variability. This sampling variability is not present 
in the data on the municipalities of 5,000 and over. ‘hen the estimates include an 
element derived from the sample survey, the sampling error increases as the size of 
the estimate decreases. Care should be taken, therefore, in interpreting the precision 
of some of the estimates. The estimate of unfinished dwellings for the whole of Canada 
should be within 5 per cent of the figures which would have been obtained from a com- 
plete count. 


The estimates presented in the tables are shown to the last digit instead 
of being rounded, not because they are assumed to be accurate to the last digit, but 
rather for convenience in summation and economy in processing the tabulations, 


In addition to sampling variance, all the estimates are subject to errors 
of enumeration. However, these should be very small as the survey for the most part 
can be carried on without interview with a consequent elimination of all types of 
respondent error. <A complete count by the same enumerators would contain the same 
enumerative error. 


Metropolitan areas 
Some cities in Canada have reasonably well-defined suburban areas which, 


for the purposes of the survey of starts and completions of dwelling units, have been 
included under the name of the principal city. A list of the municipalities included 
in these metropolitan areas is given on pages 16-16 of this report. 


Analysis 

Completion of dwelling units in Canada during 1951 numbered an 
estimated 84,810 units, of which 81,310 were new dwellings, the remainder 
having been added by conversion of existing structures during the year, 68,579 
new dwelling units were started. On December 31, 1951 there were 45,926 un- 
finished dwelling units in various stages of construction. 


COMPLETIONS 
IN NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
1948, 1949, 1950 AND 1951 
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Regionally, starts and completions during 1951 were down over 1950 
by 26 and 2 per cent respectively in Quebec and by dout 54 and 39 per cent in both 
cases in the Maritimes. Ontario showed a decrease of 18 per cent in starts and again 
of 1 per cent in completions. 


The prairie provinces and British Columbia had a decrease 
of 31 and 24 per cent in starts and 19 and 22 per cent in completions. 
Newfoundland had a drop of 47 and 45 per cent respectively in starts and 
completions. 


STARTS 
IN NEW RESIDENTIAL CONSTRUCTION 
1948, 1949, 1950 AND 1951 
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The average time required to build dwelling units completed in 1951 
was 7.0 months as compared with 7.1 months for dwellings completed in 1950. 


It is estimated from analysis of the type of dwellings built in 1951 
that nearly 25 per cent of them were for rental purposes, This was about the 
same proportion as in 1950,
